Council niembers moved through 
a fourteen item agenda in less than 
forty-five minutes last Monday eve- 
ning.

thought that the grandson of Ms. 
Hornsby was singled out in being 
asked to leave the store. 

According to Ms. Homsby, the 
youngster - with the approval of the 
store manager - was sitting at one of 
the booths doing his homework 
when he was asked to leave. 

It was her opinion that the matter 
had been handled in a very unprofes- 
sional manner by the New Brockton 
police officer. 

Cole’s finding, after talking with 
the store manager, Homsby’s grand- 
son and the police officer involved, 
Assistant Chief Jerry Gilbert, was 
that no wrong doing was committed 
by the officer.

County BOE adopts drug screening policy

The Coffee County School Board 
meeting in regular session Monday 
evening breezed through a_ short 
agenda before going into executive 
session. 

According to Superintendent 
Clayton Bryant, the reason for the 
execution session was for a student 
disciplinary hearing. He described 
the incident involving a New Brock- 
ton student was not one of a real se- 
rious nature, 

However, the matter did require 
that action be taken by the board. 

Prior to the closed door session, 
board members reviewed a drug 
screening policy for employees in- 
volved in the transportation of stu- 
dents. 

During the discussion of the poli- 
cy, it was noted that volunteers who 
drive any vehicle belonging to the 
county school system will be subject 
to the terms of the policy as well as 
full-time employees of the system. 

The Board, after several minutes 
of discussion and reviewing the poli- 
cy in detail with Supt. Bryant and 
Ted Fillingim, director of transporta- 
tion for the county school system, 
approved the policy in two parts - 
Draft A and Draft B. 

The purpose of Draft A is to es-

The Elba Water and Electric 


Board voted Tuesday evening to ap- ... 


prove a long discussed increase in 
water rates. The new rates will be- 
come effective on January 1st. 

During the final discussion, Mrs, 
Gladys Yelverton, who chairs the 
board, noted there had been no in- 
crease in water rates in over ten 
years, 

Several months ago board mem- 
bers were presented comparison fig- 
ures indicating Elba water rates were 
below the stale average by a consid- 

erable amount. 

The new rates will increase the 
minimum residential rate from $5.35 
for the first 3,000 gallons to $7.00 
for the first 2,500 gallons, 

The second 2,500 gallons will 
cost 2.50 per 1,000, The rate will de- 
crease as consumption increases, 
with all over 20,000 monthly costing 
80¢ per 1,000 gallons, 

Rural water rates will also in- 
crease, The first 2,500 gallons on the 
rural system will cost $9.15, The 
next 2,500 gallons will cost $3.00 
per thousand. This rate also de- 
creases with all over 20,000 costing 
$1.30 per thousand gallons, 

In other action the board ap- 
roved borrowing up to $200,000 to 
und the current water improvement 

project which is already underway. 


tablish policy and procedures which 
ensure that the Coffee County 
School System maintains a drug-lice 
workplace. 

. Supt. Bryant explained to board 
members that the establishment of 
this policy will ensure that the 
county school system is in compli- 
ance with the drug free workplace 
requirements of Public Law 100-690 
for recipients of federal contracts 
and grants. 

Draft A of the policy will apply 
to ALL employees of the county 
school system. It states: “The unlaw- 
ful manufacture, distribution, dispen- 
sation, or use of a controlled sub- 
stance is prohibited by the Coffee 
County School System on any prop- 
erty owned, leased, or controlled by 
the school system or during any ac- 
tivity conducted, sponsored, or au- 
thorized .by or on behalf of the 
schoo! system.” 

The second part of the policy, 
Draft B, is directed - in general - to 
those persons involved in the trans- 
portation of students in the county 
school system, 

The general policy is stated as 
follows: “Practical experience ‘and 
research has proven that even small 
quantities of narcotics, abused pre- 
scription drugs, or alcohol can im- 
pair judgement and reflexes. 

“Even when not readily apparent, 
this impairment can have serious re- 
sults, particularly for employees op- 
erating vehicles or potentially dan- 
gerous equipment.” 

With the adoption of this policy, 
the Board insists that employees re- 


port to work without any alcohol or 
illegal mind-altering substances, in 
their system, 

Outlined in the policy is the pro- 
vision for random unannounced 
screening for alcohol and/or drugs of 
all employees. 

The Omnibus Transportation Em- 
ployee Testing Act of 1991 already 
requires substance screening for em- 
ployees and applicants for employ- 
ment involving transportation of in- 
dividuals, 

In adopting the drug and alcohol 
abuse policy, the Coffee County 
School System will maintain a drug 
free awareness program to inform 
employees about: the dangers of 
drug abuse in the workplace; the sys- 
tem’s policy of maintaining a drug- 
free workplace; any available drug 
counseling, rehabilitation, and em- 
ployee assistance program; and the 
penalties that may be imposed upon 
employees for drug abuse violations. 

After adoption of the policy, the 
Board approved the appointment of 
Golda Donaldson as the county 
school system’s Drug Program Coor- 
dinator. 

The Alabama Reference Labora- 
tories of Dothan, Alabama will 
maintain a documented procedure 
for collecting, shipping, and access- 
ing urine specimens, : 

Dr. Russell Cook was designated 
by the Board as the Medical Review 
Officer for the county school system. 

All employees of the Coffee 
County School System will receive a 
copy of the policy adopted by the 
school board at Monday’s meeting,

A Tradition of Honoring Our Veterans 


This Friday is Veterans Day. 


As a member of the U.S. House of 


Representatives Committee on Vet 
erans Affairs and a veteran myself, I 
felt it appropriate to share with you 
some thoughts on the origin of this 
special day — a day that too many 
often overlook. 

In 1921, an American soldier 
— his name “known but to God” 
was buried ona Virginia hillside over- 
looking the Potomac River and the 
City of Washington. 

The Arlington National Cem- 
etery burial site of this unknown World 
War I soldier became the personifica- 
tion of dignity and reverence for 
America’s veterans, Similar ceremo- 
nies occurred earlier in England and 
France where an “unknown soldier” 


* was buried in each nation’s highest 


place of honor. 

These memorial gestures all 
took place on November 11, giving 
universal recognition tothe celebrated 
ending of World War I hostilities at 
11 am, November 11, 1918 (the 1 1th 
hour of the I!th day of the 11th 
month). The day became known as 
“Armistice Day.” 

Armistice Day officially re- 
ceived its name in America in 1926 
through acongressional resolution, It 
only became a national holiday 12 
years later by similar congressional 
action. 

If the idealistic hope had been 
realized that World War I was “The 
War to end all wars,” November 1] 
might still be called Armistice Day. 
But shortly after the holiday was pro- 
claimed, World War II broke out in 
Europe and shattered the dream. 

Sixteen and one-half million 
Americans took part in the war. Four 
hundred and six thousand of those 
Americans died. The families and 
friends of these dead longed fora way 


to honor their memory. 

An answer to the dilemma of 
how to pay tribute to all those who 
had served came when Congress 
changed Armistice Day to Veterans 
Day. President Dwight Eisenhower, 
in 1954, signed the bill proclaiming 
November 11 as Veterans Day, and 
he called for Americans everywhere 
to rededicate themselves to the cause 
of peace 

On May 30, 1958, two more 
unidentified American war dead were 
brought to Arlington National Cem- 
etery from overseas and interred in 
the plaza beside their comrade of 
World War I. One was killed in the 
Second World War, the other in Ko- 
rea, 

A law passed in 1973 provided 
for the internment of an unknown 
American who lost his life in South- 
east Asia during the Vietnam era, For 
Several years, no qualifying remains 
were discovered, soamemorial plaque 
was placed in the Amphitheater’s 
Memorial Display Room at the cem- 
elery. 

On Memorial Day 1984, how- 
ever, the Unknown Serviceman from 
the Vietnam conflict was placed “In 
Honored Glory” alongside his fellow 
countrymen, 

To honor these fallen mem- 
bers of the military, symbolic of all 
Americans who gave their lives in all 
wars, an Army honor guard, The 3d 
United States Infantry (The Old 
Guard) keeps day and night vigil over 
the Tomb of the Unknowns. 

And so on this November 11, 
take the time to reflect upon the sac- 
rifices made by our countrymen and 
women, both living and deceased. 

The dividends of their selfless 
contributions — our freedoms — are 
with us always, not just one day of the 
year.

All have 
concluded that Alabama’s appellate 
court system needed both restructur- 
ing and additional judges. If you 
would like these studies and recom- 
mendations I would be happy to pro- 
vide them to you. Alabama’s current 
System has remained unchanged 
since 1970, After 25 years, our case- 
load has increased threefold, but the 
number of judgeships on our Su- 
preme Court and two appeals courts 
has not changed, 

Alabama’s appeals court judges 
have the fifth highest caseload in the 
nation and the second highest in the 
southeast. Their average caseload of 
346 cases per judge is over 50% 
higher than the national average of 
214 cases per judge and a southeast- 
em average of 230 cases per judge. 
Their workload has risen to the de- 
gree that it threatens to seriously 
weaken our system of appellate re- 
view. Other states which have expe- 
rienced similar conditions are falling 
behind in their clearance rates and 
have begun developing serious back- 
logs and delays. 

Alabama’s citizens get more val- 
ue from tax dollars spent on their ap- 
peals courts than most any state in 
the nation. While our caseload per 
100,000 population falls within our 
nation’s mainstream, our level of

The heartbreak hindrances «. 


“And when we, heard = these 
things, both we and those from that 
place pleaded with him not to go up 
to Jerusalem. Then Paul answered, 
‘What do you mean by weeping and 
breaking my heart? For I am ready 
not only to be bound, but also to die 
at Jerusalem for the name of the 
Lord Jesus.’” (Acts 21:12-13) 

Obstacles to the Will of God for 
our life can sometimes take on the 
most innocent and sincere forms, 
God calls men, women, boys and 
girls to forsake all and to receive for- 
giveness, cleansing and eternal life 
that come only through His Son Je- 
sus Christ. God then calls those who 
have received His life to walk obe- 
diently with Him no matter what the 
cost. Paul, the Apostle, knew these 
truths and was determined to live his 
life in obedience to God. 

In Acts 21, Paul and his comrades 
learned of his impending arrest in Je- 

’ rusalem. With good intentions Paul's 
friends tried to discourage him from 
going to Jerusalem, obviously think- 
ing that Paul’s arrest would be a 
“setback” or obstacle to the ministry. 
They were the real obstacle. Paul’s 
arrest would not be an obstacle but 
an opportunity to share the message 
of Jesus Chris with those who lived 
in Rome. 

How many times do we get 
“tripped up” in our walk with God 
by those who are intervening “for 
our own good?” Many times what 
others mean "for our own good” 
causes us to miss God’s best for our 
life. 

Jesus knew the heartbreak of hin- 
drances in His life as he journeyed 
toward the Cross (see Matthew 
16:21-23). He knew that all who 
would follow Him in the future 
would also face such hindrances. In 
challenging us to rise above the 
well-meaning hindrances we face, 
Jesus said, “If anyone comes to me 
and does not hate his father and 
mother, wife and children, brothers 
and sisters, yes, and his own life 
also, he cannot be My disciple (Luke 
14:26).” Jesus called us to a love for 
Him that would make our love for 
everything and everyone else pale in 
comparison. Do we really love Him 
that much? ‘ 

-Hindrances can be extremely 
heartbreaking, especially when they 
come from those we are closest to.

The heartbreak hindrances 


“And when we heard these 
things, both we and those from that 
place pleaded with him not to go up 
to Jerusalem. Then Paul answered, 
“What do you mean by weeping and 
breaking my heart? For I am ready 
not only to be bound, but also to die 
at Jerusalem for the name of the 
Lord Jesus.’” (Acts 21:12-13) 

Obstacles to the Will of God for 
our life can sometimes take on the 
most innocent and sincere forms. 
God calls men, women, boys and 
girls to forsake all and to receive for- 
giveness, cleansing and eternal life 
that come only through His Son Je- 
sus Christ. God then calls those who 
have received His life to walk obe- 
dienly with Him no matter what the 
cost. Paul, the Apostle, knew these 
truths and was determined to live his 
life in obedience to God. 

In Acts 21, Paul and his comrades 
learned of his impending arrest in Je- 
rusalem. With good intentions Paul’s 
friends tried to discourage him from 
going to Jerusalem, obviously think- 
ing that Paul’s arrest would be a 
“setback” or obstacle to the ministry. 
They were the real obstacle. Paul’s 
arrest would not be an obstacle but 
an opportunity to share the message 
of Jesus Chris with those who lived 
in Rome, 

How many times do we get 
“tripped up" in our walk with God 
by those who are intervening “for 
our own good?” Many times what 
others mean "for our own good” 
causes us to miss God’s best for our 
life. 

Jesus knew the heartbreak of hin- 
drances in His life as he journeyed 
toward the Cross (see Matthew 
16:21-23). He knew that all who 
would follow Him in the future 
would also face such hindrances. In 
challenging us to rise above the 
well-meaning hindrances we face, 
Jesus said, “If anyone comes to me 
and does not hate his father and 
mother, wife and children, brothers 
and sisters, yes, and his own life 
also, he cannot be My disciple (Luke 
14:26).” Jesus called us to a love for 
Him that would make our love for 
everything and everyone else pale in 
comparison. Do we really love Him 
that much? 

Hindrances can be extremely

come from those we are closest to.

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District Attorney will have to ante up according to High Court Rules

Elba city employees will get an 
extra holiday, with pay, this year 
thanks to the generosity of Elba city 
officials. 

The city council voted unan- 
imously Monday night to give all 
employees the day after Thanks- 
giving as an extra paid holiday, for 
1994 only. Employees will now have 
a four day weekend, due to Thanks- 
giving being a regular holiday and 
all but police officers off on Sat- 
urday and Sundays. 

The reasoning expressed by coun- 
cil members was that they had not 
been able to grant a pay raise to em- 
ployees and this would be a small 
token of gratitude for their loyal ser- 
vice. 


“T think we should pay 
our just bills but we are 
out of line paying 
duplications ” said 
Council member John 
W. Sharpless 


A discussion was held with City 
Attorney Mark Vaughan about the 
results of his efforts to get District 
Attorney Joel Folmar to either fur- 
nish or pay for prosecution of city 
cases in District Court. 

Vaughan said he made 
progress on the matter, even though 
Folmar did agree to the city re- 
ceiving court costs of $10 or $2.50, 
according to the case. However it 
was noted the actual cost is higher 
than this and Supreme Court rules 
call for more reimbursement. 

Mayor Ricky Haywood referred 
to Rule 17 of the Rules of Alabama 
Supreme Court which reads: 

“When a municipality elects to 
abolish its court and transfer its 
cases to the district court system, 
the district attorney may, in his 
discretion, request the assistance 
of a municipality for prosecution 
of violations of the ordinances of 
the municipality. The municipality 
shall, when requested, furnish 
prosecutionial services in the dis- 
trict, circuit and appellate courts; 


provided, however, that prior to 
the furnishing of prosecutorial 
services by a municipality, the dis- 
trict attorney and the municipality 
Should agree to an equitable re- 
imbursement for said services.” 
(emphasis added) 

The above rule was the current 
ruling at 10:48 a.m. on August 26, 
1994, according to the Ad- 
ministrative Office of Courts in 
Montgomery. 

Elba abolished city court by Or- 
dinance 81-1 on July 5, 1981, fol- 
lowing guidelines established at that 
time by the Alabama Supreme 
Court, through the Administrative 
Office of Courts. Until recent 
months the District Attorney’s office 
has been handling prosecution of all 
city cases in the applicable court. 

City council members were told 
several months ago by Haywood that 
the District Attomney’s office would 
no longer be handling city cases in 
District Court. This has caused an in- 
creased expense to the city and there 
has been no reimbursement as 
spelled out by the Supreme Court. 

Vaughan was instructed to further 
explore this matter with the District 
Attorney. Vaughan said he would 
feel better about discussing the mat- 
ter with Folmar face-to-face, rather 
than over the telephone. 

Council member Brad Wilson re- 


ported to the council on his nego- 


tiations with Vaughan about placing 
the city attorney on a monthly re- 
tainer, rather than the present meth- 


He explained that Vaughan had 
agreed to serve for $1500 per month 
plus $75.00 per hour for actual court 
time and out of pocket expenses. 
This would begin on January 1st and 
be good for one year. 

Vaughan said $2,000 was a bet- 
ter figure, but he understood the fi- 
nancial condition of the city and was 
willing to do this for one year, as 
long as the council members under- 
stood it might go to $2,000 after the 
first year. 

The council members did not take 
any action on this matter. 

Police Chief Jack Parker reported 
responding to 24 complaints and is- 
suing 29 traffic citations. These cita- 
tions include 13 for speeding, one 
DUI and four for parking ina handi- 
capped zone.

individual candidates and their sup-_ 


, porters. 

The most noticeable of these is 
the two way race for Chief Justice 
of the Alabama Supreme Court.

Republican Perry Hooper Jr. un- 
Officially closing to within nine 
votes of incumbent Sonny Hornsby 
with over a million votes cast. 
Hooper supporters were still con- 
tending that an accurate count 
would give their candidate the vic- 
tory.

or final settlement. 

Several other races have prompt- 
ed candidates to retain lawyers to 
either officially or unofficially con- 
test the results.

Commission purchases health department transportation

The majority of Monday’s meet- 
ing of the Coffee County Corimis- 
sion dealt with honoring requests 
and the signing of resolutions. 

One item which consumed much 
of the commissioners’ meeting time 
took place behind closed doors, Re- 
portedly, the discussion was with at- 
torneys from Montgomery concern- 
ing litigation against the county, 

No comment or statement was 
made by commissioners before or af- 
ter the close session, 

Kenneth Ball, Administrator of 
the Coffee & Geneva County Health 
Departments, appeared before the 
commission with several requests. 

He informed members of the 
commission that a grant to purchase 
two (2) additional vans for the 
county adult daycare centers had 
been approved by the Alabama De- 
partment of Transportation (ADOT). 

Ball requested that the commis- 
sioners sign a resolution as a part of 
the grant stipulation by the ADOT, 

There will be no cost to the 
county for the purchase and oper- 
tion (insurance, maintenance, etc.) of 
these vehicles, The health depart- 
ment will foot the bill including 20% 
match (approximately $7,000) re- 
quired by the grant, 

Ball also proposed that the county 
accept ownership of eight (8) vehi- 
cles previously operated by 
S.E.A.T.S, (Southeast Alabama 
Transportation System), 

The appraised value of the eight 
vehicles (two 15-passenger buses, 
one 6-passenger bus, and five 22- or 
24-passenger mini buses) is $2#,000, 
The cost to the county will be zero. 

Ball again told commissioners 
that the health Gepartmant would pay 
the $5,600 to the ADOT for the 


transfer of ownership from 
S.E.A.T.S. to the county. 

The cost of renovation (paint, 
etc.), maintenance, insurance, and 
operation will be funded by the 
health department. 

The buses will also be used by the 
adult daycare centers and by the re- 
gional home healthcare training cen- 
ter, 

The commission approved Ball’s 
requests and signed resolutions to 
that effect.
